tion was assembled in Havana barbor a 
complete inspection of tbe nreck would 
be made and tbe exact line of work de- 
termined upon. The facilities will be 
so ample that nil of the divers will be 
abletonork at one time on different 
parts of wreck. Most of tbe lifting will 
be done by tbe smaller derrick, which is 
of sufficient capacity for the lighter up- 
per works of the Maine, but it will take 
tbe monster derrick Monarch to lift tbe 
hi KB turrets of the Maine and the irnne 
mounted witbin tnem. 


Capt. Humphreys stated that the pur- 


pose was not to separate the big BUDS 
from tbe turrets but to lift them aa a 
wliolr. This will be a tremendonj uti- 
de» taking as tbe combined weight of 
ettt-h turret and guns' is 166 tons. 


The Monarch can lift 260 tons, BO there 


la an ample margin of lifting power. 


Tbe wreckers were toatb to express an 


opinion as to their ability to raise the 
hull of tbe Maine. Mr. Chapman and 
Ctlpt. Humphreys stated that nothing 
but a close personal Inspection would 
pe mit a decision on that point. They 
an hopeful, however, that Ihe ship can 
be brought to tbe surface.
